DECREASE OF NEARLY 500,000 
IN FARM POPULATION IN 1925 


901,000 Left the Land But Excess 
Births Reduced Loss by 
Nearly Half. 

Ry the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 7.—A 
crease in the farm population of 
the United States of nearly 500,000 
in 1925 is reported by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which esti- 


mates the number of persons liv- 
ing on farms Jan. 1, 1926, to have 
been 20.655.000. compared with 
31,134,000 Jan. 1, 1925 The esti- 
mated decrease in farm population 
in 1924 was 182,000. 

The estimated net movement 
away from farms ..st year amount- 
ed to 901.000 persons, but there 
was an estimated excess of farm 
births over farm deaths amounting 
to 422,000, which reduced the loss 
due to cityward movement to 479.- 
000. 

The loss in 1925 was general in 
all sections of the country. The 
largest percentage decrease was in 
the Mountair States. where the loss 
is given as 3.9 per cent The 
Western South Central States 
showed the lowest estimated figure, 
0.2 per cent. The average for the 
entire country was 1.5 per cent.

C. F. Carew, one of two 


moters who in 1923 persuaded 1480 
persons in and about St. Louis to 
invest $430,000 in Mother Goose, a 
candy store at Seventh and Olive 
Streets, was sentenced to serve 
three months in jail at Warrenton, 
Mo., and to pay a fine of $1000 in 
Federal] Court today. 

The charge to which he pleaded 
guilty, however, was not in con- 
nection with Mother Goose. but 
with a subsequent promotion of a 


“wild cat” oil stock. Although the 
loss to Mother Goose investors was 
total, Carew was not arrested in 
that connection. 

When asked whether he 
pay the fine, Carew said that he 
had not “a dollar in the world.” 
Since his indictment last vear on a 
charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud in connection with his oj! 
stock sales, he said, he had been 
able barely to make a living at odd 
jobs of advertising writing in los 
Angeles. 

It was not the sartorial Carew 
of old who appeared in court to 
day. Carew, in the days when his 
dulcet typewriting was singing the 
siren song of quick money to be 
made in candy, was arrayed at his 
office in morning coat. striped 
trousers, high collar and Ascot tie 

Guesses He'll Serve Out Fine. 

Carew today was quietly attired 
His black hair which was slickly 
roached in his heyday of inpour 
ing checks, was a trifle long at the 
edges and the booming voice with 
which he once awed investors was 
subdued. He said he guessed he 
would have to serve an extra 
month in lieu of the fine. 

Mother Goose was a successfu! 
promotion because of the florid, 
convincing literature that came 
from the roll «of Carew’s typ:- 
writer. When Mother Goose col- 
lapsed, Carew tucked his typewriter 
under his arm and slipped out of 
town. His “sucker list’’ here, how 
ever, was too prolific and safter six 
months, he slipped back into town. 

He set up his typewriter in an 
office in the Central Nationa] 
Bank Building and once again its 
dulcet tones reached the ears of 
small investors. He was selling 
Mecca Consolidated, an oil stock 
which he painted as purely specu- 
lative but which, he intimated, 
would roll pennies into dollars in 
short order.

400 Arrests a Month in New York. 


His testimony today was clean- 
cut, precise and matter of fact— 
the testimony of a man of trained 
legal mind. It bristled with cop- 
crete facts and figures. 
After giving a graphic account 
of his futile struggle in New York 
to cope with cases arising out of a 
present average of 400 arrests a 
month for Volstead act violations, 
by city police alone, Buckner told 
the committee that he wanted to 
get down to the very heart of the 
prohibition enforcement problem— 
that of the diversion of industrial 
alcohol into the bootleg trade. 
From official sources, Buckner 
then gave statistics leading up to 
his matured conclusion, after ~-1% 
months in office, that the bootleg 
trade of the United States today, 
on 60,000,006 gallons of industrial 
alcohol diverted from legitimate 
channeis, had reached the “shock- 
ing” figure of $3,600,000,000 a year. 
He repeated it-—$23,600,000,000 of 
business in this one phase of the 
bootleg industry. 
Alcohol the: Big Thing, He Says. 
“When I took office.” said Buck- 
ner, “the enforcement machinery 
was being exhausted by the making 
of petty cases. I found that alcoho! 
is the big thing. Alcohol is the 
soft spot in prohibition, and Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury An- 
drews, now the head of the Federal 
prohibition department, hag put his 
finger on it. 

“Gen. Andrews,” he added, “is 
the best thing that has happened to 
prohibition.” 


Buckner estimated, on the basis 
of pre-war and pre-prohibition (ig- 
ures. that the normal progress of 
industry in the United States re- 
quired an annuai increase of atout 
1,000,000 gallons in the distribu- 
tion of industria! alcohol. 

Allowing for this tegitimate ia- 
crease, he said that the present 
distribution showed unmistakably 


going to the boutiegger. 

“And it is a very shocking thing,” 
he added, “to note that the appar- 
ent leak for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30.

DIES OF INIURIES 


He Was Beaten, Last July, 
_ by 20 Unidentified Men 


—Once War Minister of : 


Italy. 


FORMER LIBERAL 
EDITOR OF MILAN 


During World War He Was 
an Artillery Captain and 
Won Decoration 
Bravery.

CANNES, France, April 7.—Gio- 


vanni Amendola, chief of the oppo- 
sition to the Fascist Government 
in Italy, is dead here. He was 45 
years old. Signor Amendola was 
War Minister of Italy in 1922 and 
later Minister of the Colonies. 


Signor Amendola was badly in- 
jured last July at Montecatini, 
Italy, when he was beaten by 20 
unidentified persons who had been 
besieging his hotel. 

Amendola was well known as a 
newspaper man. When only 18 
years old he began to contribute 
to the newspapers. He edited 
Resto Del Carlino and later the 
Corriere Della Sera of Milan, then 
Italy’s foremost liberal newspaper. 

He was Undersecretary of Fi- 
nance inthe Nitti Cabinet. He was 
a teacher of theoretical philosophy. 
He was decorated for bravery dur- 
ing the World War, in which he 
served as Captain of the artillery. 

It is reported in Paris that his 
death was the result of the beating 
he received six months ago. It is 
thought that his friends will de- 
mand an investigation. Shortly 
after Amendola was beaten, Arnal- 
do Mussolini, brother of the Italian 
dictator, wrote: “Nothing was 
snore natural than that Amendola 
would find upon some road some- 
one who would take upon himself 
the task of recalling that Fascism 
does not tolerate its despisers and 
those persons who with open eyes 
dream of using against it traps, 
guns and cannon.”

ternational Congress of Surgery, 
the Premier came out of the Capi- 
tol accompanied by several doctors, 
among them the famous Italia. 
surgeon, Giuseppe Bastianelli, and 
other members of the Congre3s. 
The crowd acclaimed the Premier 
and a group of foreign students 
sang the Fascist hymn, Mussolini 
responded by smiling and saluting 
with his hand. He walked towarc 
the middle of the square to reach 
his automobile. As he was croFfs- 
ing the square, surrounded by 
crowds, a woman of about 56, 
dressed in a dark gown, (drew a 
revolver. Stretching out both 
arms, she pressed the muzzle 
against Mussolini’s face and fired, 
wounding the lower part of his 
nose. 

The police prefect and a cap- 
tain of caribinieri and a policeman 
seized the woman just as she was 
about to fire again, and took her 
out of the crowd, which threat- 
ened her. 

Wants No Disturbances. 


Mussolini clapped his hand to 
his nose and drew it away covered 
with blood, Dr. Bastianelli immedi- 
ately placed his handkerchief over 
the wound, holding it in such a 
way as to prevent a hemorrhage. 
Mussolini and his entourage re- 
turned to the vestibule of the Cap- 
itol, where the surgeons dressed 
his found. The Premier lost none 
of his calm and reassured the no- 
tables who quickly surrounded 
him. He also gave orders that re- 
prisals of any character were to 
be prevented. 

After having his wound dressed 
he was escorted to his automobile, 
accompanied by doctors, Under- 
secretary of State Grandi and 
other notables, and was driven to 
his residence, wher the members 
of the Government immediately 
gathered. 

Here the Premier repeated to 
the Minister of the Interior, Luigi 
Federzoni, his categorical instruc- 
tions to prevent all disturbances of 
the public order. 

Among the visitors to Musso- 
lini’s residence was the Duke 
D’Aosta, cousin of the King, who 
expressed his deep indignation over 
the attack. Mussolini telegraphed 
the King and informed him of the 
affair, but reassured him regard- 
ing his condition. 


At noon the Premier received 
the Advocate-General and an in- 
vestigating Judge, who asked him 
many questions in connection with 
the shooting. 

A great crowd gathered before 
Mussolini’s residence after news 
of the attempt became known. 
Two registers in the entry were 
soon filled with signatures of call- 
ers, including the members of the 
diplomatic corps. 

The entire city has been dressed 
with flags. 

After her arrest the woman, who 
made the attempt, replied to the 
first questions in an intelligible 
manner, speaking in Fnglish.§ It 
was brought out that she was 
named Violet Albina Gibson, daugh- 
ter of the late Edward Gibson ard 
Frances Colles Gibson. She was 
born at Dalkey Island, Dublin, Ire- 
land, in 1876. 

It was learned that on Feb. 27. 
1925, while she was living in a 
family hotel in Rome, Miss Gibson 
tried to commit suicide by shoot- 
ing herself in the breast witn a 
revolver. At that time at her re- 
quest a Protestant minister was 
called, to whom she said that she 
had attempted to kill herse!f “for 
the glory of God.” She was then 
taken to a hospital where she was 
kept under observation for some 
time. 

In addition to the foreign envoys 
accredited to the Italian Govern- 
ment, several members of the 
diplomatic body accredited to the 
Vatican visited the Premier’s resi- 
dence. They said they were acting 
as private individuals, but it was

State Securities Commissioner F. T. 
Stockard today issued an order to 
the Silver Dove Mining Co. of Sum- 
mit County, Cal.. to cease attempts 
to sell its stock in Missouri under 
penalty of prosecution under the 
State ‘blue sky” law. 

The Commissioner said the com- 
pany never had applied for or ob- 
tained a permit to sell its stock in 
Missouri, and that T. J. Sorter, in 
charge of the company’s stock-sell- 
ing office at St. Joseph, Mo., never 
had been licensed as a dealer in 
securities. 

A prospectus issued by the com- 
pany advised prospective investors 
that they could not lose, because 
the company would insure all stock 
sold, with a bond and mortgage 
company in Indianapolis. ‘All you 
have to do is draw your dividends 
and let the other fellow carry your 
risk,” it was stated. The literature 
suggested the mine should pay 10 
per cent profit and “‘may pay as 
well as other mines, which is 100 
to 1000 per cent.” 


MME. SCHUMANN-HEINK GETS 
$3750 FROM UNITED RAILWAYS 


After almost elght years of liti- 
gation, the $95,000 damage suit of 
Mme. Ernestine Schumann-Heink, 
concert singer, against the United 
Railways Co. has been settled out 
of court by the payment of $3750 
to the plaintiff. <A stipulation to 
that effect was filed in Circuit 
Judge Taylor’s court today. 

Mme. Schumann-Heink was in- 
jured when a street car collided 
with a taxicab in which she was 
riding at Jefefrson and Lafayette 
avenues, Feb. 23, 1917.

Plot Against Premier Discovered 
Last November. , 

While Mussolini and his Fascist 
regime have a firm grip on all 
Italy, the opposition has been ac- 
tive especially since the kidnaping 
and assassination of the Anti-Fas- 
cist Deputy Matteottiin June, 1924. 

Early last November a plot 
against the Premier was uncov- 
ered. Tito Zaniboni, a former So- 
cialist Deputy, was arrested in a 
hotel room adjoining the Chigi 
Palace, on the balcony of which 
Mussolini was to deliver a speech. 
The authorities said he had a rifle 
with telescopic sights and intended 
to shoot the Premier from the win- 
dow of his room. Zaniboni and 
others arrested at the time still 
are awaiting trial. 

Mussolini is no _ stranger to 
wounds, In February, 1917, when 
serving on the Austrian front, he 
received the major portion of the 
charge Of a hand grenade. Ninety- 
eight wounds were counted on his 
body and he was invalided home, 
returning to the editorship of his 
newspaper, the Popolo d'Italia. 

He organized the Fascist party 
at Milan in March, 1919, with a 
group of young veterans as the 
nucleus. He entered Rome at the 
head of the Fascist forces on Oct. 
31, 1922, and has been in power 
since. 

Mussolini was in the midst of 
preparations for a voyage to Trip- 
oli, the largest Italian colony. He 
was to start tomorrow on the 
dreadnought Conte di Cavour, ac- 
companied by a formidable naval 
squadron. The trip wags hailed by 
the Fascist press as a sign of the 
naval and colonial resurrection of 
Italy. 

On his program for today was 
the induction into office of the 
new directorate of the Fascist par- 
ty headed by Augusto Turati, who 
succeeds Roberto Farinacci. Tu- 
rati’s appointment hag been hailed 
as an indication of a decision by 
Mussolini that Fascism’s militant 
role, as personified by Farinacci, 
has ended, and that its construc- 
tive role has begun. 


The first Lord Ashbourne was 
prominent in Irish politics during 
the ‘80s and ‘90s. He was Irish 
Lord Chancellor in two Conserva- 
tive governments, his second terms 
running from 1886 to 1892. 

After his elevation to the House 
of Lords he was a conspicuous 
figure in the debates there and a 


great authority on Irish law.

Drug Stores ‘Splitting’ Their Whisky, Buckner Asserts

pointedly, “‘that would account for 
that increase.” 

Reading again from his Govern- 
ment statistics, Buckner said that 
for the fiscal year 1920 the distri- 
bution of industrial alcohol in the 
United States was 21,000,000 gal- 
ions, while for the fiscal year 1925 
it was 88,000,000. 

“To appreciate the meaning Ol 
that 60,000,000-gallon leak,” went 

Buckner, “you must reduce it to 
terms of bootleg whisky. Gen, An- 
drews told you yesterday that al- 
cohol in the bootleg trade was 
‘split’ four times, Let us assume 
that it is split only three times. Di- 
lute the 60,000,000 gallons three 
times and at $5 a quart” 

“It is $10 out in my p t of the 
country,” interrupted Reed. 

$3,600,000,000 Bootleg Value. 

“And at $5 a quart,” continucd 
Buckner, “you reach the shocking 
figure of $3,600,000,000 as the 
gross business in that industrial al- 
cohol.” 

But Buckner had yet other illu- 
minating figures. He was a wit- 
ness with a veritable passion for 
figures. 

He said that about Sept. 1 last, 
Gen. Andrews, seeing that the big 


factor in the bootleg industry \.as 


the use of industrial alcohol, tova 
in 21 agents from Philadelphia and 
put them on watch in 13 denatur- 
ing plants in Greater New York. 


“Now all that those men had to 
do,”” proceeded Buckner, ‘“‘was to 
nose around. They didn’t have to 
do a thing but stand around and 
watch. And we got the most as- 
tounding result in 60 days. 

“The output of those plants de- 
creased in 60 days at the rate of 
300,000 gallons a month, or 3,600,- 
000 gallons a year. That means, 
when the alcohol {s split three 
ways, a total of 10,800,000 gallons 
a year. At $5 a quart the gross 
annual business that was stopped 
by the mere presence of those 21 
men was $216,000,000. In other 
words, each of those men, receiving 
a salary of $2000 a year. stopped 
$10,000,000 of gross bootleg busi- 
ness.” 

Questions brought out that the 
21 agents had taken the place of 15 
who had been on the job. 


Plants Fail to Poison Spirits, 
Buckner said his investigations 
had revealed that some of the de- 
naturing plants, instead of poison- 
ing the alcohol committed to them, 
as they were supposed to do, sold it 
in the pure state to the bootleg 
trade, 

He added, however, that out of 
90.000 samples of captured whisky 
in his district, 98% per cent 
showed traces of having been de- 
natured and then redintilled. 


Buckner explained that there 
were two kinds of denaturing~ 
complete denaturing, which was 
presumed to make alcoho! so vile 
that nobody could possibly make it 
potable, and the special or partial 
denaturing of alcohol used in the 
manufacture of perfumes, etc. 

“Specially denatured alcohol,” 
he continued, “is easily purified or 
‘cleaned.’ The extent of the puri- 
fication depends on the conscience 
and the technique of the bootleg- 
ger. 

“And now we have found that 
completely denatured alcohol can 
be cleaned. Just by accident, last 
December, one of Gen. Andrews’ 
under-cover men ran across a plant 
in New Jersey.” 

“IT hope the Senator from New 
Jersey is here,” interjected Reed. 
4000-Gallon Stil] Found. 

“A plant in New Jersey,” con. 
tinued the witness “with a still 
having a capacity of 4000 gallons 
a day. On Feb. 1, the agent re- 
ported that on the tracks of that 
plant were 10 carloads of com- 
pletely denatured alcohol. Now 
that is alcohol, ming you, which 
has been poisoned to make it non 
potable. It is used for paints. 
varnishes, etc., and anybody can 
buy it in the open market. Our 
men followed the delivery trucks 
from that New Jersey plant, and 
we now have samples of liquor re- 
distilled from this completely de- 
natured alcohol, 

“Here was just one plant that we 
ran across by accident. It had a 
capacity of 4000 gallons, so that 
$75,000,000 was involved in that 
single operation. It was doing a 
good job of redistilling stuff that 
was supposed to be impossible of 
purification.” 

Drug Stores Oversold. 

Buckner next turned to the drug 
store as the source of supply of il- 
licit Iiquor. In his district, he said, 
there were 1200 drug stores z id 
56100 doctors entitled to issue whis- 
ky prescriptions. Only recently it 
occurred to one of the young men 
in his office to compare the 
the amount of Hquor obtained by 
the drug stores on their withdraw 
al licenses with the maximum 
amount that would be legally justi- 
fied by all the prescription blanks 
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issued by all the doctors in the 
district. 

This investigator found that the 
drug stores were receiving and 
dispensing annually 480,000 gal- 
tons of whisky, whereas, the maxi- 
mum amount justified by the pre- 
scriptions waa only 240,000 gallons. 
He estimated that the volume of 
the excess, when “split” once by 
the druggists, “was sold for a@ re- 
tail price of $15,600,000.” 

Might Be Cut More Times, 


Buckner readily conceded, in re- 
ply to a question by Reed, that the 
whisky might be split three or four 
times, and made to yield a much 
greater return, but he said that 
he did not think the “conservative 
pharmaceutical bootlegger’’ would 
split it more than once. 

Buckner said that in the last 
three or four weeks 40 doctors and 
12 druggists had been arrested in 
New York and that 250 drug stores 
were under investigation. 

Illustrating the difficulty of en- 
forcing prohibition with the present 
machinery, he said that 17 agents 
in New York were now assigned to 
the drug store phase of enforce- 
ment—a brand-new phase of the 
work—and that each of these men, 
in order to break up the illegal 
sale of drug store whisky, when 
split only once, would have to stop 
a million dollars’ worth of bootleg 
business. 

Buckner was asked at the begin- 
ning of his testimony whether it 
was possible to enforce the Vol- 
stead act in his district. 

“I don’t know,” he replied, “‘be- 
cause neither the Volstead law nor 
the State law has ever been tried in 
my district in a way that would 
make enforcement effective.” 


Buckner said that when he took 
office last year he found that 60,- 
000 violators of the Volstead act a 
year were being brought into the 
New York Federal Building by city 
police and Federal agents. There 
Was only one United States Com- 
missioner to deal with them. 

“The place,” he said, “was a 
seething mob of bartenders, ped- 
dlers, waiters, bond brokers and 
fixers.’’ 


He found that the United States 
Commissioner was throwing out a 
large number of these cases for 
lack of evidence, sometimes occa- 
sioned by the overnight forgetful- 
ness of the officers who had made 
the arrests. In all this “vast 
horde” of offenders, Buckner said, 
there were none of the big viola- 
tors of the Volstead act, none of 
the “men higher up.” 


Court Atmosphere Corrupted. 


“Federal Judges told me,” he 
said, “that the whole atmosphere 
of the building was one of corrup- 
tion, and that this atmosphere had 
extended even down into the parts 
of the building where civil cases 
were tried. 


“The United States Commission- 
er was five months behind with his 
work. He was that far behind, al- 
though the only thing that he had 
to do to gend a case for trial was 
to fill out two or three lines on a 
mimeographed form. The pressure 
was that great. 


“And when cases were brought 
to trial there was no way of telling 
whether the right defendants came 
into court. There is no way of 
identifying all those people. 

“They are here today and gone 
tomorrow. Federal Judge Knox 
told me of a case in point. This 
Judge once got a letter from a man 
he had sent to the Tombs for a 


Volstead act violation saying that 
he was not the man who had been 
arrested at all. He had been under 
contract to appear in court for the 
real defendant and pay a $100 fine, 
and the Judge had unexpectedly 
imposed a jail sentence. 

“Bonds were being given whole- 
sale and there were any number of 
defaults. Ninety-nine per cent and 
more of the arrests were of petty 
offenders not the men who were 
really making the money. 

“I found that prohibition agents 
were being rated as to their effi- 
clency by the number of arrests 
they made, not by the convictions 
they obtained. A worse method 
for getting efficiency in the force 
could not be devised.” 


Says Haynes Is to Blame. 


He was asked who was responsl- 
ble for that rule and replied that it 
was Gen. Andrews’ predecessor. 
This was Roy A. Haynes. Buckner 
went to the police, he said, and he 
found that they were making their 
wholesale arrests because of the 
15,000 yearly complaints they were 
getting, mostly complaints. against 
“*Speakeasies.”’ 

The commissioner told him that 
with that number of complaints he 
would be removed from office if 
he did not try to do something with 
them. Buckner said he saw the 
futility of trying to enforce prohi- 
bition by arresting a lot of waiters 
and bar tenders. He determined 
to apply the padlock method in- 
stead. 


When he took office he found 
9000 criminal cases pending, of 
which 3000 were prohibition cases. 
So great was the congestion of 
court calendars that some of the 
cases ran back nine years. He told 
of a gang of counterfeiters who 
were “still walking the streets” in 
freedom, though arrested two and 
a half years before. 


Buckner said that there was only 
one Judge available for criminal 
work, and the most time that he 
could expect for the trial of pro- 
hibition cases was one-third of the 
time of this one Judge. Since then, 
he said, outside Judges had been 


brought in from time to time. 


Among the pending cases, he 
said, were hundreds of padlock 
cases that had got so ancient they 
were meaningless. It was no use 
for him to go into a court for 
abatement of a nuisance that had 
occurred four years before. 


Needs Special Padlock Court. 


He found that he could do noth- 
ing without a special padlock court 
that would sit one week in each 
month. He thought it was common 
sense to dismiss the old padlock 
cases, and this he proceeded to do. 
There were still some, he said, that 
he had not had the time to dis- 
miss. 

In the last 13 months, Buckner 
said, he had initiated more than 
500 new padlock cases. The current 
instructions to agents were not to 
zo after waiters and bartenders and 
the other small fry, but to get af- 
fidavits on which the offending 
places themselves could be at- 
tacked. 

He said that city police were stil] 
arresting more than 400 persons a 
month for liquor law violations. 
They did this, he said, partly be- 
cause it aided them to clear out 
“dens and cesspools” of the under- 
world. 


“They want to make the ar- 


rests,” he said, “and we do the 
best we can with them.”’ 
In reply to a running fire of 


questions, Buckner conceded that! 


the “demand for liquor is the real 
trouble” that the enforcement au- 
thorities are up against. He added 
that in his opinion the law would 
never be enforced until “people be- 
gin to go to jail’ for violating 1t. 

Pointing out that every case in 
a Federal Court had to be a jury 
trial, and that it was impossible to 
hold more than two such trials a 
day, Buckner said that if he had 
one Judge all the time, the utmost 
he could do “on a jail basis’’ was 
to try 500 cases a year. In other 
words, he would be able to try in 
a year the number of cases that 
originated in one month. 

Enough Work for 12 Judges. 

“And that,” he added, “leaves out 
of account the big bootleggers.” 
Piling up his statistics, Buckner 
said it would take 12 Judges sit- 
ting all the time to keep the docket 
clear of the minor prohibition cases 
alone. 

“How many would it take,” asked 
Reed, “if you arrested all the peo- 
ple who are violating the law?” 

Buckner replied that he had no 
idea. He said that 50,000 a year 
was a “mere fraction” of the total 
number of violators in the New 
York district. He assumed that it 
was a “small fraction.” 

“Are there a million altogether 
in New York?” asked Reed. “I 
won’t commit myself on that,” re- 
plied the witness. 

Buckner said the shortage of 
Federal Judges to handle prohibi- 
tion cases was such that men on 
the bench “are worth their weight 
in platinum to us.” 

He said that it would be easier 
to obtain convittions from juries if 
a better class of enforcement 
agents were employed and paid a 
‘living wage.” Such agents, he 
said, would “make the business 
more dignified and help to bring 
jurymen up to a sense of their sol- 
emn oObligation.’’ 


There appeared to be no falling 
off in the interest in the prohibi- 
tion heertngs, the committee room 
again being crowded with an over- 
flow into the halls.

In a statement reviewing the ac- 
tivities of Judges Beck and Rose- 
can in Police Court during the yea:

“The effectiveness of the wovk 
of Judges Beck and Rosecan can 
best be judged by the decrease in 
automobile accidents and in G@eaths 
from such accidents,” continued 
the statement.

MEXICO ENDS PROTRACTED 
EXCHANGE OF NOTES WITH U.S. 


Correspondence on Petroleum and 
Land Laws Protests Totals 
50,000 Words. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—Am- 
bassador Tellez yesterday handed 
to Secretary Kellogg the Mexican 
reply to the latest American note of 
protest regarding Mexico’s pciro- 
leum and land laws, presumably 
concluding the protracted diplo- 
matic exchanges which have passed 
between Washing.on wnd Mexico 
City in the last severs! months ond 
which were initiated by Secretary 
Kellogg ‘in an attempt to safeguard 
American interests in Mexico from 
retroactive provisions of the two 
laws. 

Should Kellogg decido after he 
has studied the contents of the new 
communication that the correspon- 
dence should be continued, it nec- 
essarily would have to be confined 
to the application of the statutes as 
decreed by their promulgation, 
since the laws themselves are no 
tonger subjects against which oro- 
test may be made. 

It is not thought that Secretary 
Kellogg will desire to extend diplo- 
matic treatment to the point which 
will include a discussion of that 
phase of the controversy. 

The correspondence which has 
been in progress now totals in ex- 
‘cess of 50,000 words. Their pub- 
lication as a whole is being planned 
by the two Governments.

Last night, at Deer Street Sta- 
tion, Klearman told detectives he /| 
arranged with two Negroes, Ken- 
neth Dean, who is under arrest, | 
and another man, to rob his fa- | 
ther’s store. He drove them to the 
vicinity of the store, told them 
where the money was and ar- 
ranged to meet them in a room on 
Vandeventer avenue to divide the 
loot. 


The Negroes held up Klearman 


and an elder son, Julius, escaping | 


on foot. In the 4400 block on Page 
boulevard detectives saw them and 
pursued. Dean jumped on the run- 
ning board of a passing automo- 
bile. The driver was George Bur- 
ris, stenoSrapher in Police Inspec- 
tor Walton’s office. He seized the 
Negro and was holding him when 
the detectives arrived.

After two 
years of the closest association 
with him I have had no reason to 
change my first opinion as to his 
ability, integrity, loyalty and hon- 
esty. Elliott succeeded to my of- 
fice, but unless the public con- 
stantly shows its teeth, to frighten 
the Mayor, he will soon be dis- 
missed, so a real politician can be 
installed and the police returned 
to politics—where they will soon 
be needed in important elections. 

On one of these trips to Phila- 
delphia I met for the first time 
Charles B. Hall, the newly-elected 
President of Council, and Joseph 
B. Gaffney, the City Solicitor-desig- 
nate. Hall looked me over very 
carefully, from head to foot, and 
asked, in a rather surprised tone: 

“Are you a General?” 

I assured him I was, 

“Rather young to be a General,” 
he added, and then a bit of ad- 
vice: 

“You'll find you can’t run the 
Police Department like you run the 
Marines.”’ 

“I don't expect to” was the an- 
swer. 

“Well,” parried Hall, “if a Ma- 
rine calls you some rotten names, 
you can send him tae the guard- 
house, but what will you do if a 
cop comes in, throws his keys and 
badge on your desk, and calis you 
all sorts of a dirty dog?” 

“I'll lick the hell out of him if

want it and buy it, that the problem of stopping the 
manufacture of liquor and of alcohol out of which 
liquor can be made is enormously difficult. Then 
there are millions of home stills and brewing plants, 
which cannot be reached without breaking down all 


ciples of our Government. 

Gen. Andrews says that he cannot arrest all Vol- 
stead law violators. If he did, the courts would be 
overwhelmed and choked. He merely picks and 
chooses a few of the stronger cases. In order to ar- 
rest and try all offenders, the Federal courts and 
Federal officers would have to be multiplied many 
times. The law has completely broken down there. 

From this testimony we get some idea of the utter 
inadequacy of all the existing means of enforcing 
Federal prohibition. We do not yet know what forces 
it would take and how many milfions it would cost 
to approximate enforcement. Probably the cost of 
enforcement and the numbers employed would be 
equivalent to the equipment and support of an army 
for a good-sized war. 
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GET THE MOTOR FELONS. 


Three drivers of automobiles who caused death or 
serious injury to pedestrians within the past week 
and then fled are still at large, with a probability 
that they will go unpunished. One of these ran down 
4-year-old Cora Burns, on Sunday, more than half 
a dozen persons witnessing the act, but not one of 
them having the presence of mind to get the license 
number of the car or pursue the criminal driver. 
Coroner Vitt is right in appealing to the public 
to take prompt and effective action in such cases. 
The police cannot be everywhere, and once a driver 
has fled, without any witness who can give a clew 
to his identity or the make and number of his ma- 
chine, it is extremely difficult for the police to make 
headway in fixing the guilt.

Citizens who witness such acts owe it to themselves, 
to the children who furnish so many of the victims, 
and to the community, to make every possible effort 
for the apprehension of the cowardly, criminal 
motorist.

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STREET WIDENING IN DETROIT. 


News comes that Detroit is having an orgy of 
house moving, because the voters authorized the 
widening of a part of Woodward avenue, one of the 
city’s principal thoroughfares. The property owners 
are evidently of the opinion that street widening 
means street widening, and not several years of ob- 
structive litigation. 

We don’t do things that way in St. Louis. Months 
ago quite a number of signs appeared on stores along 
Olive street, between Twelfth boulevard and Chan- 
ning avenue, to the effect that sales were on, because 
the street was soon to be widened. These signs have 
disappeared. Few tenants are moving, and no one 
appears to be worried for fear of any widening steps 
being taken for many moons to come. 

Unless we can secure a new method of hastening 
condemnation proceedings the major part of street 
widening may be the last project to be accomplished 
under the bond issue. The movement for the submis- 
sion of the necessary constitutional amendment, under 
the initiative, to create a Condemnation Court, should 
be pushed, so that the voters may pass on it in the 
November election.

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BROADCASTING COPYRIGHT MUSIC. 


In an attempt to settle the controversy between the 
National Association of Broadcasters and the Amer- 
ican Society of. Composers, Authors and Publishers, 
hearings on the Dill-Vestal bill are being held by 
the joint House and Senate Patent Committees. 

The Broadeasters’ Association contends that the 
composers, authors and publishers society, through 
arrangements with music copyright owners, controls 
nine-tenths of the music necessary to fill broadcast- 
ing programs, which are 90 per cent music, and that 
without access to this music broadcasting cannot be 
a commercial success. Also that the Broadcasters’ 
Association is perfectly willing to pay “fairly and 
liberally” for the use of copyrighted music. Hence, 
they contend, it is necessary to have Congress further 
amend the copyright law, passed in 1909, with its 
amendments of 1912, 1913 and 1914, enlarging its 
provisions so as to cover radio as well as such me- 
chanical reproducers of music as phonograph rec- 
cords, piano player rolls and others. 

The Broadcasters’ Association, in its appeal, sug- 
gests that the amendment sought shall cover a new 
rate of pay for the use of music by r@dio, “which may 
be as high as Congress may determine.”

MORE BANK EXAMINERS NEEDED. 


We do not think that C. E. French, State Finance 
Commissioner, should have much trouble persuading 
the Legislature at its next session to give his de 
partment more men and more money to carry on its 
work. The crashing of banks throughout the State, 
particularly in the smail rural towns, has been a 
cause of great distress and anxiety. Up to the mid- 
dle of March, when two Sedalia banks went under, 
13 banks had failed since the first of the year. 

President Barrett of the American Exchange Bank 
of Sedalia, said that his bank, prior to the absorp- 
tion last November of its commercial assets by the 
Farmers and Mechanics Bank, had not been visited 
for more than three years by State bank examiners. 
Many other banks in Missouri have been similarly 
neglected, and will continue to be neglected until the 
State Finance Department is properly manned. 

Under the supervision of this department are 1423 
banks and trust companies, and 242 building and loan 
associations. To examine these banks there is a 
force of only 25 men. It is a physical impossibility 
for this force to make an annual visit to each of the 
financial institutions. Each man would have to in- 
spect more than 65 a year, or one every five days. 

As French points out, no question of additional 
expense is involved in the enlarging of the force. 
Financial institutions are required to pay the ex- 
penses of examinations, and an added force means 
added fees. The increased force, says French, would 
more than pay its own way.

FLIGHT IN ARCTIC 


Polar Explorer Reaches Lati 
tude 73.30 in Northwest Hop 
From Point Barrow. 


— | 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 1.—Capt. 
George H. Wilkins and his pilot, 
Ben Elelson, on March 81, made @ 
flight northward from Point Bar- 
row to latitude 73 degrees and 80 
minutes north, without sighting 
land, the North American Newspa- 
per Alliance announced today, 
They returned safely. 

Vilhjalmur Stefansson, the Arc- 
tic explorer, said this meant a 
flight of 700 miles from Fairbanks, 
Alaska, and 70 miles further than 
any explorer had previously gone 
in that section. 

Wilkins’ flight was longer than 
that made by Amundsen and Ells- 
worth, Stefansson said. After fly- 
ing over 100 miles of territory 
which had previously been flown 
over, Wilkins struck out into un- 
navigated airways. Crossing the 
Brooks range of Arctic mountains 
was a great feat in itself, Stefans- 
son said. 

Then, he explained, Wilkins had 
to fly over 100 miles of Arctic 
prairie to Point Barrow. This

nent. Army flyers three years ago 
had gone as far as Nome. 

Then, from Point Barrow, Wil- 
kins continued 70 miles over the 
moving ice pack, Stefanssen point- 
ed out. Capt. Bartlett, who had 
made the previous farthest north 
record for this section in the Kar- 
luk, was stopped by the pack at 
the half-way point. 

Stefansson declared that Wil- 
kins’ flight definitely established 
the usefulness of airplanes in Polar 


‘ 


exploration. 

“Great things can be looked for 
in the next flight that Capt. Wil- 
kins makes,’”’ he said. “It was 
hardly to be expected that he 
would find land directly north of 
Point Barrow. Soundings taken 
by Capt. Bartlett in the Karluk 
gave 7000 fathoms, indicating a 
very deep ocean bottom; but to the 
west the ocean 
shallower and land can be looked 
for. 

“Wilkins’ original plans called 
for the first reconnatsance flight 
northwesterly from Point Barrow, 
so his next flight probably will be 
in that direction.” 

Both he and Wilkins had claimed, 
Stefansson said, that February, 
March and April, which fall within. 
the period of Arctic winter, were 
the best flying months in the 
North. The fact that Wilkins 
could see 50 to 75 miles further 
than the northernmost point of his 
flight indicated that the flying con- 
ditions were good. 

Stefansson said that Benjamin 
Eielson, who flew with Capt. Wil- 
kins, had flown more in Alaska 
than any other aviator, having cov- 
ered about 60,000 miles within its 
borders before joining the expedi- 
tion. f 


DISCHARGED WAITER ADMITS 
KILLING MAN AND WOMAN 


New York Prisonér Says He Shot 
Employers Because They Treat- 
ed Him Worse Than a Dog. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 7.—The 
“home” that Carl Kieferle, 44 years 
old, former Top Sergeant in the 
Marine Corps and a wanderer most 
of his life, thought he had found 
three weeks ago in the red-roofed, 
green-shuttered Tri-Century . Res. 
taurant and Roadhouse at Free- 
port, L. I., vanished yesterday in 
a thin haze of pistol smoke. 

For Kieferle, charged with mur- 
der, was locked up last night in 
the Nassau County Jail at Mine- 
ola. Police said he shot and killed 
Mrs. Nellie Watson, 41 years old, 
former wife of “Sliding Billy” Wat- 
son, burlesque comedian, and Hen- 
ry Kothe, 45, proprietors of the 
roadhouse, because he felt they 
had “treated him worse than a 
dog.” 

“I’ve roamed all my life,’’ he 
told District Attorney Elven. EKd- 
wards after he had been arraigned 
before Justice of the Peace South- 
ward. “I thought I had found. a 
home and could settle down. Then 
they fired me.” 

Immediately after the shooting, 
Kieferle, who had been employed 
as a waiter and lived in the house, 
changed the clothes he had ex- 
pected to wear to the theater. 
donned his second best and started 
toward Freeport police headquar- 
ters to give himself up. 

The bodies of Mrs. Watson and 
Kothe were found in the roadhouse 
under the table at which they had 
been eating breakfast. The wom- 
an had been killed by two 32-cali- 
ber bullets in the head, the man 
by three in the head.

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Question Depends | 
On _ Individuals, | 
Says Woman Judge | 
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By Hannah Stein. 


MET Judge Jean Norris in the 
] Famuy Court where she was 

presiding and endeavoring to 
reconcile families; censuring lazy 
husbands and nagging wives and 
attempting to awaken the moral 
code in some men so dapper in 
appearance that their wives haled 
them to court to explain where 
they got the money to adorn them- 
selves if they never had any to 
support the family. 

And throughout the proceedings 
I pondered over the question 
whether men were not the intrud- 
ers in this judicial sphere rather 
than that a woman had entered 
into the masculine game when 
Judge Norris was appointed the 
first woman magistrate in America. 

“This court takes all the energy 
out of one,” Judge Norris told me 
later. ‘‘All the Judges who preside 
here become nervously depleted 
listening to the complaints of 
abused wives, observing the pa- 
thetic-looking children, and elicit- 
ing response from husbands and 
fathers who in ever so many in- 
stances apparently have no sense 
of responsibility.” 

So, for diversion, we passed on 
to the topic of married women and 
careers. 

“Whether marriage interferes 
with a career or not depends upon 
the marriage,’’ Judge Norris said. 
“You cannot generalize. Some 
men still are antipathetic toward 
the idea of a married woman go- 
ing out of the home. But there 
are comparatively few of them to- 
day because men have learned that 
it is just as unreasonable to expect 
highly trained women to give up 
their work as it would be for 
women to expect their husbands to 
cease practicing law or medicine 
because their wives would prefer 
to have them spend more time at 
home. It is absurd either way. 

“Then, living conditions today 
are different from what they were 
10 ‘years ago. Apartments are so 
tiny that there isn’t work enough 
to be done in them to keep an in- 
telligent, thinking woman busy all 
day, even if she were prepared to 
give all her time to the home.”’ 

“And as for the children, when 
there are any, they should alter the 
situation only for a while. There 
isn’t any reason why a woman can- 
not take a sabbatical leave for 
about a year after each child is 
born, and then let a good nurse 
look after them. 
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“It is a fallacy that very young’ 
children suffer if their mothers are 
not at their beck and call. We 
assume that a woman who has a 
career is an intelligent woman, and 
an intelligent woman sees to it that 
her child is well taken care of in 
her absence. Otherwise I am old- 
fashioned enough to say to her, 
‘Give up your career and follow 
your natural calling.* 

“In summing up, I feel that it 
depends upon the man and woman 
in each case to solve their prob- 
lem, Only those who are primarily 
concerned can work it out, and 
every couple must debate it inde- 
pendently. There aren’t any set 
rules.”’ 


Mrs. Henry Moskowitz. 
EFORE Mrs. Henry Mosko- 
witz, special adviser to Gov. 
Smith and well-known social 
worker, would discuss this topic, 
she registered a protest against 
the term career. 
“I do not call mine @ career. As 
a matter of fact, a good many 
married women who work after 
marriage do not follow careers at 
all. They work to earn money. 
“It is not usually a question of 
geniuses with pent-up ideas trying 
to find an outfet. No. Many of 
us originally went out to do some- 
thing because of economic condi- 
tions. The war particularly forced 
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a good many married women to'| 
get out and earn money, to do a 
man’s job, and to augment the 
family income. And since then, 
it has become good form for wom- 
en to work after marriage. 

“Now, whether a home and chil- 
dren suffer because the wife and 
mother has other interests, depends 
upon the woman’s ability to bal- 
ance things. But it is reasonable 
to assume that any woman who 
has enough intelligence to apply 
herself when the family needs her 
financial help, also knows the val- 
ue of home ties. 

“In the beginning, I carried my 
family worries to the office, and 
my office worries back home. But 


when I found that I couldn't do 
my best in either under such con- 
ditions, I trained myself to dis- 
miss each from my mind when I 
get through with it. 

“Now as for creating a problem, 
I do not see how the working 


the average American woman who 
leaves things in the hands of her 
maid and spends the day at teas, 
parties, the dressmaker and other 
incidentals. The children? Her 
maid or nurse looks after them.
